VIENNA, Oc¢t, 11.—(Via London.)
~—Austro-German troops advancing
from Delgrade, have beaten back the
Serblans, both southeast and south-
west of that city. This was an-
nounced today by the Austrian war
office,

LONDON, Oet, 11.—The Austro-
German armies which crossed the
Danulbe and Bave rivers and occupled
Belgrade are meeting with stubborn
resistance at the S8erbian advance de-
fenses, but have not yet come In con-
tact with the main Berbian forces.

The Serblans’ plan of campalgn
depends considerably upon the
amount of assistance they will re-
celve from allled troops, but It 1s not
belleved that they will attempt, in

|nny event, to make a decided stand

north of the mountain range near
Kraguyevatz, which they already
have proved to be a line offering
superb facilities for defense.

Telegrams from the Balkans, though
not minimising the seriousneas of Lhe
Berblan position, reflect a tone of cheer-
ful confldence In the abllity of tha allles
ultimately to check tha Austro-German
Invasion and successfully meet any fu-
ture attack from the wnide of Bulgaria.
The national danser, say thess tele-
grams, has united Herbla as never be
